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ART MUSEUM OBSERVES WORLD AIDS DAY WITH BELL-RINGING, SINGING

Every year, the Cleveland Museum of Art participates in the international observance of World 
AIDS Day, to create a statement expressing concern for the devastating toll AIDS has taken 
within the arts community, to remember those who have died of AIDS, and to express hope for 
the future by increasing public awareness. For the past few years, the museum has organized a 
day of bell-ringing in the galleries, wherein volunteers stationed in various places around the 
museum ring bells at fixed intervals of a few minutes, signifying the frequency of AIDS deaths in 
the United States. The bells come from cultures around the world. 

This year, in addition to the bell-ringing project, the museum’s observance includes a 45- 
minute a cappela performance by the singing group. The Coastliners, beginning at 12:30. The 
group will lead the audience on a walking tour of the AIDS bells, stopping to sing appropriate 
music in each bell gallery. In addition, the AIDS Task Force of Greater Cleveland will staff a 
table in the North Lobby to provide information about AIDS and how we all can help to combat 
it and comfort those who fall victim to it. All of these events are free, as is admission to the 
museum. 
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
